IN A LADIES1 GYMNASIUM. 


A French physician, Dr. 
Delaunay, 


has just told some facts about dreams. 
These are embodied in a communication 
o the Societe dc ]5iologie of Paris. 
It 


s well known that when a person is lying 
.own the blood flows most easily to the 
"irain. This is why some of the ancient 
ihilosopbers worked out their thoughts in 
jed. 
Certain modern thinkers have im- 


tated their queer methods of industry. 
)uring sleep, so long as the head is laid 
ow, dreams take the place of coherent 
houghts. 
There are, however, different 


orts of dreams, and Dr. Delaunay's pur- 
>ose iu his original communication is to 
how that the manner in lying brings on 
a particular manner of dream. 
Thus, ac- 


cording to this investigator, uneasy and 
lisagreeable 
dreams 
accompany lying 


upon the back. 
This fact is explained 


>y the connection which is known to ex- 
st between the organs of sensation and 
;he posterior part of the brain. The most 
jeneral method of lying, perhaps, is on 
the right side, and this appears to be 
also the most natural method, for many 
>ersons object to lying upon the side of 
,he heart which, it has been more than 
once asserted, should have free action 
during sleep. 
Nevertheless, 
Dr. ])e- 


aunay's statements 
hardly harmonize 


with the opinion. When one sleeps upon 
;hc right side, that is to say, upon the 
right side of the brain, one's dreams have 
marked and rather unpleasant character- 
istics. These characteristics, however, 
arc essentially those which enter into the 
jopular definition of dreams. 
One's 


dreams are then apt to be illogical, ab- 
surd, childish, uncertain, incoherent, full 
of vivacity and exaggeration. 
Dreams 


which come from sleeping on the right 
side are, in short, simple deceptions. 
They bring to the mind very old or faint 
remembrances, and they are often ac- 
companied by nightmares. Dr. Delaunay 
points out that sleepers frequently com- 
pose verse or rhythmical language while 
they are lying on the right side; this 
verse, though at times correct .enough, is 
absolutely 
without sense. 
The moral 


faculties are then at work; but the intel- 
lectual faculties 
are absent. On the 


other hand, when a person slumbers on 
his left brain, his dreams are not only 
less absurd, they may also be intelligent 
They are, as a rule, concerned with recent 
things, not with remininiscences. And_ 
since the faculty of articulated language 
is found on the left side, the words ut- 
tered during such dreams are frequently 
comprehensible. 


The coldest place ou the earth is not 


as has hitherto been believed by meteor- 
ologists, Yahutsk, in Siberia, but Ver- 
koyansk, in the same region, lying ii 
C7ia N. lat., on the River Yana.

lowest mean winter temperature is 40.6e 


below zero centigrade. This is the cole 
pole of the earth in Asia, (he correspon- 
ding pole in America being to the north- 
west of the Parry Islands, and the lin< 
joining these two places does not pas:

greatest cold. It is well known that in 
the tropics, on the other hand, the great 
est heat is not at the equator, but some 
distance north and louth of it. 


There are gymnastic dasses for ladie 


in several cities, and incipient gymna 
slums in connection with some college 
for women, but Boston has the only com 
plete and independent institution of the 
kind in the country. 
It was started a: 


an experiment three years ago, in one 
small room in Essex street, with on!; 
twenty-two pupils; but so successful wa; 
it that it soon outgrew its quarters, anc 
it now occupies a large and commodious 
hall, with 150 pupils in attendance. Miss 
Mary E. Allen is Superintendent. Dur- 
ing its three years' course, between 40( 
and 500 pupils have availed thamselves 01 
its instructions, The hall contains every 
appliance for gymnastic work, and in the 
side rooms there are ample numbers ol 
bath and dressing rooms. 


The physical development that has fol- 


lowed a fc\r months' practice in the gym- 
nasium has, in every instance, been 
marked. One lady, when she first enter- 
ed, could expand the chest only to 
inches; at the end of six months, inflated, 
it measured 33 inches. 
At first the limit 


of her power of contraction'of the chest 
was 30 i inches, but in the same time it 
became 29 inches, a gain in six months 
of 25 inches in the flexibility of the chest 
muscles. 
One little girl, about eight or 


ten years of age, when she entered was in 
a wretched condition, but at the end of 
;hree months had gained sixteen pounds 
'n weight, and was stronger and brighter 
n every way. The gymnasium closed at 
that time for the Summer, but she con- 
tinued to gain in health and spirits from 
he impetus of her few months of prac- 
tice. One lady gained, during the gym- 
lasium season of six months, one-eighth 
fan inch iuthe upper-arm measurement, 


and three-eights in the fore-arm. 


"Cases are numerous," said Miss Allen, 


'of slight curvatures of the spine that 
lave been benefited in every instance, 
.nd usually corrected. One shoulder or 
ne hip is often so much higher than the 
ther that the two sides of tho dress must 
ie cut differently; 
but this, which is 


eally a slight curvature, a few months' 
ymnastics will remedy. It is often 
aused by playing croquet or tennis en- 
irely with one hand, aud I had one case 
f a lady with a slight curvature resulting 
rom carrying her train with the same 
and." 
A visit to the gymnasium showed its 
upils to range all the way from five years 
o forty, and to be drawn from all classes 
f society, but mainly from the wealthiest 
nd most cultured. The gymnastic cos- 
ume of blouse and Turkish trousers, with 
ow-hceled, elastic-soled shoes, seemed in 
tself to be a source of great enjoyment 
o the gymnasts, and it was almost pa- 
ictic to see the pleasure they derived 
•om the unrestrained use of limbs and 
ody ; they disdained the common method 
f locomotion, and ran skipped and jump- 


ivherever they wished to go, appearing 


o take a wondering pleasure in the mere 
xercise of muscle, as if they had not 
nown what they could do. Said one 
oung miss to a friend who had come in 
to look on : ''You don't know liow good it 
seems to get into this costume !" An em- 
nent physician, speaking on this subject, 
aid that "if the ladies did nothing else, 
t would be of great benefit to them just 
o run about awhile in these clothes." 


While a score of girls under Miss Al- 


en's direction were exercising with pul- 
cy weights, a number, aided by a subor- 
linate, were vaulting, one was in the 
•owing apparatus pulling away with as 
nuch zest as if she were gliding swiftly 
[own 
stream, another was climbing the 


.binning pole, two were practising all 
orts of contortions on the parallel bars, 
me was making her way along the flying 
ings with the peculiar, graceful, swing- 
ng motion which this exercise gives, and 
.n a mat at one side of the room two 
nerry girls, whose bright glances have 
leen greatly coveted in the assemblages 
if the elite of the Black Bay, were turn- 
ng somersaults, interspersing their exer- 
cise with such merry peals of laughter as 
showed their enjoyment of it was of no 
mall degree. 
Two others, marching 


about the room with bean-bags piled high 
n their beads, were acquiring straight- 
icss of spinal column and elegance of 
carriage in their efforts to elude each 
ethers attempts to dash said bean-bags to 
he floor. At a signal from the piano, 
hey were all arranged in position with 
Jumb-bells, and, after going through the 
'arious exercises with these, and march- 
ng arid running about the room, at the 
eignal, "rest," they disported themselves 
n picturesque and graceful, though un- 
conventional, attitudes on the floor-mats 
ibout the room. 


In speaking of the lack of muscle 


among the women and girls when they 
irst enter the gymnasium, Miss Allen, a 
slender, petite lady, who is herself an 
example of the benefits of gymnastic 
training, said : 


"When they first come in, they have 


:io muscle at all; they cannot lift their 
weight on the parallel bars, and they can- 
lot vault with the pole as high as the 
slices of an average-sized woman. 
After i 


year or two of exercise they can vault 


with it up to their shoulders. 
Gentleman 


gymnasts often say to me that they have 
easy preliminary exercises which the girls 
can do easily : they are such that any boy 
fifteen years old can go through them 
without difficulty. 
But no girl who has 


just entered here can begin to go through 
them. 
The lack of muscle among them 


is quite astonishing." 


When questioner with regard to the 


aim of the gymnasium, she replied ; 


We do not attempt to teach tricks, 


and we make no pretence of heavy work. 
What we aim to do is to correct deficien- 
cies, develop the system evenly and tone 
it up,by raising the circulation, which 
will result in a better appetite and better 
general health. 
I have hod ladies come 


to me who were unable to take the stand- 
ing exercises, and would take what they 
could lying on their backs and sitting in 
chairs. The physician's treatment would 
be so aided and supplemented by these 
that they would begin to improve. Fre- 
quently they come to their lessons feeling 
wretchedly, and will ask if they 'had bet- 
ter exercise to-day,' but at the end of the 
lesson they will say they never felt bet- 
ter."

TIIK PILURIMAGE OF THE ZITXIN.

—Several miles of Mr. Edison's elec- 


tric railway at Mcnlo Park are now com- 
pleted, and a few days ago the pupils of 
Professor A. E. Sloan's school, of Bergen 
Point, N. I , about thirty in number, 
were carried over this road by electricity 
at the rate of over twenty miles per hour. 
At the experiments in 13erlin last year, 
on nine niilc^ of the Siemens road, the 
speed attained was only about ten miles 
per hour. Mr Edison's track is like that 
of an ordmiry railroad, inrolving curves, 
grades (one over thirty feet to the mile,) 
with the Carious obstacles of ravines, 
streams and rocks. 
The car resembles 


our modern horse-car. 
The electricity is 


communicated from the generators, some 
300 yards : way, by two heavy wires, one 
connecting with each track. The tracks 
are insulate d by covering the ends of the 
ties with i non-conducting compound. 
The wheels take up the electricity from 
the tracks :md communicate with the dy- 
namoclcctnc machine and gearing in the 
locomotive 
Thus is given to the train a 


noiseless, rapid, pleasant motion, unat- 
tained with smoke, cinders and clatter. 


—To show how promptly and liberally 


the Government has stepped in to relievo 
the sufferers of the South and Southwest 
by the recent floods, we may add, to what 
had pre\ ioi sly been done, on Wednesday 
last the Sei rotary of War ordered 300,- 
000 rations to be issued at New Orleans 
for the benefit of Louisiana . 200,000 at 
Memphis, Tenn., for the State of Missis- 
sippi ; 50,000 at Helena for Arkansas, 
and 10,000 each at Charleston, New Mad- 
rid, and Gayoso for the State of Arkan- 
sas.

BOSTON', March '28—The most unique, 


and in some respects the most 
remark- 


able, ceremony ever witnessed in this 
country occurred this afternoon in Boston 
harbor on the easterly shore of Deer Is- 
land, where the Xuni Indians performed 
their solemn religious rite, the like of 
which has not before been witnessed by 
any of the present tribe of Xunis and is ( 
known to them only through the mists of 
tradition. The Zunis, six in number, ac- 
companied by Professor Francis II. Gush- 


ing, of the Smithsonian Institution, ar- 
rived in Boston one week ago and will 
le.i\e for New York next Friday. 


The principal object of the visit to Bos- 


ton was to make a pilgrimage to "the 
ocean of the sunrise," as they poetically 
describe the Atlantic 
They were ac- 


companied to-day by a party of several 
hundred ladies and gentlemen, including 
the Rev. Phillips Brooks, Mayor Green, 
Francis Parkman, the historian, Profes- 
sor E.S.Morse, of Salem, Professor F. 
W. Putnam and Professor Horsford, of 
Harvard. This was the fiist real exper- 
ience of the Indians with the ocean, but 
through their traditions they had become 
somewhat familiar with it. 
To this fact, 


or to their native stolidity, is probably 
duo the indifference with which they 
»reated their novel surroundings. They 
went on board the J. Putnam Bradlec at 
2 o'clock, and went at once to the pilot- 
house. The steamer had gone only a few 
rods from the shore when the two medi- 
cine men putting their heads together be- 
gan one of their prayers in a low mono- 
tone. Mr. dishing in vain told them that 
they were not on the ocean and this was 
not the spot for their devotions. They 
quietly pursued theii chant, and in about 
ten minutes they arose, and leaning out 
of the window* of the pilot-house they 
took pinches of sacred rneal from small 
calico bags, and four times they scattered 
it to the four winds of heaven. On arriv- 
ing at Deer Island, they were placed in a 
carriage and driven to the easterly side 
of the island. A walk of about a mile 
brought the spectators to the spot. Soon 
the liunis emerged from a hut, which had 
been placed on the beach, and accompa- 
nied by their son, Mr Gushing, who had 
since leaving Boston exchanged civilian 
apparel for that of the savage, they walked 
down to the edge of the shore. 
Squatting 


on the stones they began their devotions, 
chanting in a low \oice as they proceeded 
with the ceremony which was to raise Mr. 
dishing another grade and place him thii d 
from the chief rank in the tribe. 
A; 


they proceeded with their devotions the 
tide, all unobserved by the red men and 
the interested throng of spectators, was 
making up the beach, and before they 
were aware of the approach of the water 
the elevated perches of several in the 
crowd were surrounded with water. Amid 
shouts of laughter from the thoughtless 
ones they waded ashore. 
The Indians, 


however, oblivious of wet feet and legs, 
.stuck to their positions, and notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Cubbing's mild suggestions that 
they weio getting wet, they refused to 
move until the time had arrived for them 
to throw pinches of meal to the four points 
of tUo compass, emblematic of the road 
of life which the joung chieftain was to 
pursue. When the piajer was completed 
they removed higher up the beach, and 
upon the sand removed their wet mocca- 
sins and leggings. 


The second part in the ceremony was 


begun on the sands. The Indians and 
their adopted son formed in n circle on 
their knees and smoked the sacred cigar- 
ettes which were brought from borne for 
this occasion. 
These cigarettes were 


made from 'cano and filled with sacred 
tobacco, over which prayers had been said 
in Xuni. 
While in this attitude prayer 


was said by each individual to the god of 
the ocean. 
During all the ceremony up 


to this point, each member of the tribe 
held in his hand a bunch of feathers, each 
feather having been taken from a differ- 
ent bird, and all tied upon what they des- 
ignate "prayer sticks." The smoke from 
the sacred cigarettes was blown into the 
feather?, which were then regarded as 
charged with prayers, and the plumes and 
prayer sticks were tossed with emblematic 
flourishes into the ocean. By this means 
it was hoped to induce the god of the 
ocean to bless that portion of the water 
which they will carry back to Kuni. They 
then dipped small sticks into the water, 
and tossed off the briny drops to the four 
points of the compass to signify to the 
Great Spirit that their devotions were 
ended. The two medicine men leading 
the procession started for the tent, whirl- 
ing small sticks which were attached to a 
long string. Tho Zunis remained in their 
tents for a brief period and when they 
emeigcdthey carried seven large demi- 
johns encased in peculiarly shaped wooden 
cases. These were taken to the shore, 
where the high priests filled them with 
water, which will be taken back to Xuni, 
and there blessed and used carefully in 
future religious ceremonials. 


The high priest then baptized the 


adopted son by placing water from the 
ocean on his brow. 
The two priests em- 


braced the adopted son several times, re- 
peating prayers and exhortations to the 
young man, the interpretation of which 
is: "We grasp you to-day in the sight 
and hearing of the god of the ocean, the 
sacred breath of which makes our prayers 
effective. We breathe into jou the sacred 
wind of our order, and we ask that you 
may have strength to merit the title of 
Arprithlan Shena. We make you a great 
cacique. 
This day we make you our 


child on whom we hang our hopes in war 
and in peace." 


These and many other expressions of 


confidence and friendship were uttered in 
a low tone in the ear of the novitiate, who 
was pronounced eligible to all the rights 
and titles of his new office.

The Flr*nt St. MwrkiT riinrch. 


On Friday afternoon St. Marks' Catho- 


lic Church was discovered to be on fire. 
The alarm was given, and as soon as pos- 
sible the fire companies, with steamer, 
hose and ladders were on the ground. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
It is 


s'lid thnt there was no fire in the heater 
since the Tuesday previous, and '.hit the 
only place about this building where there 
was a fire was in the sacristy, from which 
there was apparently no way a fin; could 
be communicated t» the locality where 
the flames first broke out. 
Until llie fire 


companies arrived, the people residing in 
the neighborhood worked heartily with 
water buckets to stay the flamci,. 
The 


doors and widows of tlio building were 
kept closed as much as possibls to pre- 
vent a draught. The building was soon 
completely filled with smoke and unbear- 
able with licit. 
Theneu organ v>as badly 


d imaged. 
The interior of the 
edifice 


w is completely ruined, as far as appear- 
ances go. 
The frescoing 
was smoked 


and discolored and the centre altar w.is 
burned. 
To find the fire in the ceiling 


holes were cut in the roof, and the whole 
of it was saturated 
with water. 
The 


damage is estimated at from $fi,000 to 
$7,000. The firemen, aided by a num- 
ber of other citizens, worked with a will, 
and did good service in staying the flames. 
It was the intention of Father Ward to 
have begun this spring taking contribu- 
tions for the erection of a school house on 
some portion of the church property, but 
this project will now have to be delayed 
until the damage by the fire is repaired 
and paid for. 


—A thoroughly American city has 


been laid out in the Mexican State of 
Chiapas. The site is a beautiful plateau 
of land, through which runs a never-fail- 
ing stream of mountain spring water, 
clear as crystal, full of fish and affording 
power for any amount of manufacturing 
machinery, at an altitude of 3000 feet 
above the sea level, on a line of the Mex- 
ican Southern Railroad. 
It is called 


Allen City. 
The surrounding country 


has been taken up for coffee plantations, 
and it is said that there will be over 3,- 
000,000 coffee trees in nursery cultivation 
at the place the coming year, all to be 
transplanted and raised in bearing within 
the next four years. 
All supplies for the 


colony are admitted free of duty. 
The 


colonists thus far are from California.

USEFUL HINTS. 


Coal-tar makes a good protection cov- 


ering for wounds of trees. 


To Uiuoin rat BRASS.—Take fincly- 


pwwdered ul nmmomac : water to inoii- 
ten. 
The articles to be cleaned must 


first be made warm, then Tubbed with 
the mixture, and finished with fine Trip- 
oli. 
This process will give the brass tbe 


brilliancy of gold. 


Linen garments whieli have become 


>ellow from time may be whitened by 
being boiled in a lather made of milk and 
pure white soap, a pound of the latter to 
n gallon of the farmer. 
After the boil- 


ing process the linen should be twice 
rinsed, a little blue being added to the 
last water used. 


Furniture c:m bo cleansed with kero- 


sene oil, but must be wiped off well- 
White spots on varnished wood are re- 
moved by rubbing with a flannel wet in 
vamphene or kerosene. 
Dull varnish is 


brightened by rubbing with strong alco- 
hol, which dissolves u trifle of tho gum 
of the old varnish and gi 'es a fresh sur- 
face. 


Another tempting disli when well made 


is milk toast. This is sometimes called 
by courUsy crc:im toast, but it is seldom 
that cream is n-.ed. 
A cup of butter is 


added to the niiik, and enough flour to 
make it of the consistency of cream, with 
11 heaping tahlcspoonfu! of 
pulverized 


siijjar, will mal.o a good liquid for the 
purpose. 
The fault with milk toast is 


that it is generally reduced to sop, and 
fit only for infant* or invalids. 
The slice 


of toast should be firm and whole when 
served, and if properly made will be so. 


Kerosene oil or naphtha, or even tur- 


pentine, will, in a short time, penetrate 
between minute crevices, whether bolts 
or nuts or steam joints. 
They should be 


ignited when possible, when effect! of 
heat and diffusion will soon loosen tbe 
metals. Nuts rust so tight sometimes 
that no wrench will remove them without 
breaking off tlie bolts. 
A gentle ham- 


mering on the sidei and top will some- 
times itart them a little. A driven joint 
or rust joint between flunges, formed by 
cast iron borings and sal ammoniac in so- 
lution in them, cannot be parted by any 
means short of destroying tlie castings. 
The scrap heap is the only remedy. 


To FRY SJM.T PORK.—Cut the pork 


into very thin slices, and soak it over 
night in milk and water, for milk will 
freshen the pork much sooner than water. 
When ready to cook put it into a skillet 
and fry it to a light brown on each side. 
Make a batter of one egg, a tablespoon- 
Ail of flour, and a little milk or water ; 
just enough flour to make a batter, as for 
griddle cakes. 
Dip in the hot brown 


slices, cover with batter on each side, 
and fry in the pork fat to light brown. 
Tf preferred, the slices of pork can be 
baked in the o\ en, until all the grease is 
out, and then dipped into batter and 
fried. 


There is a recipe for fruit cake which 


it also sometimescilled wedding or black 
cake. 
Oue pound eacli of flour, butter 


and brown sugar, three pounds of cur- 
runts, three pounds of raisins (stoned and 
chopped), one pound of citron—cut this 
in thin slices—twelve eggs, one cup of 
molasses, one pint of good brandy, one 
ounce of mace, oiie ounce each of cinna- 
mon and cloves, and two grated nutmegs. 
This rake should be baked in a pan with 
a paper on the bottom. 
If the cake is j 


not to be used at once do not frost i t ; 
tbe cake itself will keep for months, and 
in fact time improves it, but the frost 
will become discolored and uninviting. 
| 


DKATII 
TO MOTHS.—A housekeeper ] 


writes to an Eastern contemparary : "It i 
gives me pleasure to inform you what' 
will entirely exterminate, root out and 
destroy every moth, or egg of moth, 
whether in clothes, carpets or furniture. 
I have a large liouse, full of the richest 
carpets, all very woolly, also rich furni- 
ture, all of whieli 1 ave been in use since 
1865, and not :i moth has been seen at 
this date. 
But the first year we moved 


in we had millions, although everything 
was new. Twii o a year 1 take turpen- 
tine and a paint brush and saturate the 
edge of the carpets all around, move all 
the furniture, und get at the dark and 
dusky corners, and in dark closets I rub 
the brush ail all over, if carpeted. 
For 


rich furniture, take paper and wet it with 
turpentine, and nail the paper under the 
sofa and c'.iairs. The smell of this will 
drive out the moths and kill their eggs. 
To protect clothes, rub the brush over the 
bottom of your trunks and drawers, and 
put paper with turpentine on around the 
fun or clothes. You know that turj.-n- 
tine is harmless, being made from pine, 
and often used lor cleansing carpets and 
clothes. 
It will rather brighten the color 


of carpets than otherwise." 


TOAST.—Tea and toast is almost a j 


national dish in England. 
No American 


tan have any idea of the goodness of 
English toast unless he wus "brung up to 
it," as the darkey was to baked possum. 
In order to make good toast you must first 
catch the bread , there arc two kinds to 
make toast of the oven-baked home 
made bread and the bakers loaf. The 
toast is not made as with us by slapping 
it over the con Is on a hot wire toaster 
where it browns hit or miss, nor is it laid 
on the top of tin: cooking stove ; no, it is 
put on a toasting fork and held before 
a red hot fire, and it browns quickly with- 
out drying up the center. It is then but- 
tered on both sides, and ns each side is 
toasted it is laid on the other until there 
is a pyramid oi' large slices. Then the 
pile is cut through twice and it is cov- 
ered and kept hot until taken to the 
table. The youngsters of the family are 
usually helped to the top slices, the eld- 
ers to the center pieces, as they have no 
end crust, and as the pile diminishes each 
piece is found to be richer and better, 
the steam and melted butter making it 
soft and tender, and the flavor being in- 
describably good. This is English butter 
toast. The next favorite is dry toast, 
which is cut in thin slices, and is rather 
crisp. It is buttered as it is eaten, and 
dipped in morning coffee is very palata- 
ble. 
An English breakfast table is never 


without toast and eggs. Buttered toast 
is a staple dish for home teas, and taken 
in connection with rich golden preserves 
—the English abominate canned fruits— 
just moistened with cream, it is not bad.

Of the 108 dead bodies picked up in j 


the River Thames last year, ninety-four 
were males and fourteen were females, 
and in most cases they were not recovered 
until so long after death that their iden- 
tification was difficult, if not impossible.

\V. M. Carpenter, AV. S. Taylor, G. 11. 
Fox, 11. G. riffnrd, Alf^d Meyer and 
I). B. Clark, and i'rofessors L. A. Sayre 
H. F. Weir. Hcrr Haag was born in 
Erlangcn, Bavaria, and was found in Vi- 
enna by G. A. 1 ariui, formerly of the 
Westminster 
Aquarium, London. 
In 


Vienna he was exhibited to the students 
of the university. He was exhibited pri- 
vately at different times by Mr. Farini ut 
the Westminister Aquarium. His pecu- 
liarity is that the skin of any part of his 
body, even to the mucous membrane in- 
side his lips, can be pulled out from two 
to twelve inches, and when released will 
assume its natural position and shows no 
signs of having be';n stretched.

The doctors examined him thoroughly 
and with much interest, pronounced it a 
cose of "dcrmatolysis," and said that 
Herr Hong's cuticle was nowhere joined 
to his muscular tissues.

about four inches long and a half inch 
wide. They found that the skin had no 
connection with the flesh of the arm.

In faet Herr Haag can wrap 
himself in the mantle of his elasticity, 
can pull the cuticle out above his knee- 
pans and wring it like a cloth, and can 
slide around inside himself to a really 
alarming extent.—N. Y. Trilnmu.
